DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to preliminary amendment filed on 9/14/09. As 
directed by the amendment; claims 1, 2, 6, and 8-12 were amended; claims 5, 7, and 
13-17 were cancelled and no claims were added. Therefore, this application has claims 
1-4, 6, and 8-12 currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed In the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, and 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Gunaratnam (7,066,178). 

4. Regarding claims 1 , and 3, Gunaratnam discloses a CPAP device for delivering a 
supply of gases to a user (column 1, lines 13-17) comprising a mask (fig. 8) in fluid 
communication with the supply of gas (column 3, lines 1-3), and an outlet member with 
a cover (114) detachably connected to the mask (column 7, lines 36-37) that forms a 
outlet vent. 

5. Regarding claims 2 and 10-12, Gunaratnam discloses the claimed device 
wherein the vent is formed by a slot (110) covered by the cover (114), such that the 
separation between the mask and the cover increase to the edge of the cover (fig. 8). 
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6. Regarding claim 4, Gunaratnam discloses the outlet vent being a substantially 
long tapered slot (fig. 8). 

7. Regarding claim 6, Gunaratnam discloses the outlet vent extending between the 
top and bottom of the mask (fig. 8). 

8. Regarding claim 8 and 9, Gunaratnam discloses the mask being nasal mask or a 
full face mask (column 5, lines 15-19). 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 9/14/09 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
